Joseph W. Hill, manager of the At- 
lanta City Directory, will be named 
as census supervisor for the fifth dis- 
trict, in place of Alonzo M. Brand, of 
Lithonia, according to a telegram re- 
ceived by Congressman L. F. Living- 
ston from President Taft yesterday. 

The same telegram announced that a 
change had also been made in the sixth 
district, Appoigtee Alex Akerman hav- 
ing been removed and Judson Strick- 
land, of Griffin, who was supervisor in 
this district ten years ago, having 
been named in his place. 

It is an interesting fact that Mr. 
Brand, who was removed, is a demo- 
erat, and Mr. Hill, who takes his place, 
is a national republican, though a 
democrat in state affairs, while in the 
sixth district, Mr. Strickland, a demo- 
crat, takes the place of Mr. Akerman, 
a republican. Mr. Strickland is now 
in California, where it is said he went 
on a prospecting trip. However, his 
friends declare he has not given up 
his residence in Georgia. He was a 
candidate for the place before Aker- 
ran was named and it is believed that 
fe will return at once to take up his 
new duties. | 

Did Politics Play Part? 

In the telegram to Colonel Living- 
ston,’ President Taft deciared that he 
was forced to make the change, 
though he regretted it. Colonel Liv- 
ingston believes that President Taft 
thought he should do something for 
Senator Bacon by naming a democrat 
in his district. This would mean the 
appointment of a democrat in place of 


a republican and would necessitate the 


of a democratic appointee to 
make room for a republican to pre- 
serve the parity which President Taft 
promised should be observed in making 
census appointments. 

However, there are 
mors that local politics had something 
to do with the change in the fifth dis- 
trict. It is said the charges of politi- 
cal activity were made against Mr. 
Brand by men who are unfriendly to 
Colone) Livingston. Ten days ago Col- 
onel Livingston received notice that 
Mr. Brand would not be acceptable on 
account of his holding the chairman- 
ship of the fifth district democratic 
executive committee. He promptly re- 
signed, but this seems not to have sat- 
isfied the authorities. 


Supervisor Hill an Expert. 

Joseph W. Hill, the new supervisor 
for the fifth district, is an expert in 
this line of work. having for years 
been in charge of the compiling of the 
Atlanta city directory. He was given 
the first news of his appointment by 
The Constitution, though he admitted 
having heard that there was a proba- 
bility of his. appointment. 

Mr. Hill declares that his purpose in 
applying for the place was in order 
to insure Atlanta a good 
the census figures more than for his 
personal gain.

Status of the Treasury and 
to Let the People Know Just 
How the State Stands Finan- 
cially.

There was a conference in the gov- 
ernor’s office in the afternoon, the gov- 
ernor, Attorney General Hart, State 
Treasurer Brown and Mr. Richardson 
being present, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the laws relating to various 
appropriations and funds in the treas- 
ury, with a view to facilitating the 
auditor in his work. 

But that, it is stated, is as far as the 
matter has gone, nor has Mr. Richard- 
son set any definite date for the com- 
pletion of his report.

CUTS HIS THROAT 


One of New York's Most Promi- 
nent Financiers Dies by 


His Own Hand 


DEAD MAN WAS DIRECTOR 
IN CENTRAL OF GEORGIA 


And President of Union Trust 
Company --- Castles Locked 
Himself in a Room at the 
Grand Union Hotel and Gash- 
ed Throat From Ear to Ear 
With Razor.

New York. September 13.—John W. 
president of the Union Trust 
of this city, a director of 
known corporations, and 
prominent: in club and_ socfal life, 
committed suicide today by cutting 
hig throat with a razor in the Grand 
Union hotel. His body was ~ found 
shortly before 9 o’clock tonight by 
his brother, Burton S. Castles. His 
body was cold and the bloody razor 
with which he had taken’his life lay 
on a table. He left no note or in- 
structions, and his brother ascribed 
his act to a nervous breakdown. 
According to the hfe men, Mr. 
icieck accompanied by his brother 
and a friend, Eli Spring, came to the 
hotel three days ago and procured ad- 
joining rooms. It was the brother's 
intention, according to the hotel au- 
thorities, to look after Mr. Castles, 
and Mr. Spring volunteered his as- 
sistance. 
Throat Cut from Ear to Ear. 
For some reason the suicide’ banker 
was left alone this afternoon, and on 
returning, Burton S. Castles found his 
door locked. The door was. forced 
open and the tragedy revealed. 
Dressed only in undergarments, the 
body lay across the bed, while the 
position of the razor off a table in 
another part of the room indicated 
that he had stood before a mirror, 
gashed his throat from ear to ear, 
almost severing the jugular vein, then 
Staggered to the bed, where death 


overcame him. 
Mr. Castles was married and lived

He is survived by his widow. Eliza-

REVEALS SIGNS

Cemelery and Autopsy 
Held. 


BRUISE OVER RIGHT EYE; 


CUTS ON SCALP ARE FOUND 


Dr. Vaughn, Representing the 
Mother of the Marine Officer, 
Reports That Bullet Wound 
Which Caused Death Was 3 
Inches Above the Right Ear. 
No Bones Were Broken. 


Washington, September 13.—When 
ihe body of Lieutenant James N. Sut- 
ton, Jr. the young marine officer, 
whe met his death about two years 
ago at Annapolis, was exhumed at 
Arlington cemetery this afternoon an 
autopsy, performed by physicians rep- 
resenting the navy department and 
voung Sutton’s mother, disclosed the 
fact that no bones were broken, al- 
though a contusion was found over 


the right eye. / 

It had been Mrs, Sutton’s contention 
that her son’s arm had been broken 
in the fight which preceded his death, 
and that this being the case, the shot 
which ened is life could not have 
been self-inflicted. 

Wound Above Right Ear. 

Dr. George Tulley.Vaughan, of this 
city, who represented Mrg. Sutton at 
the autopsy, said tonight that the 
bullet wound which caused his“death 
was three inches above the right ear 
and was clean .cut. There was no in- 
dication that the hair and scalp had 
been burned by powder. Surgeon 
Spear, who represented the navy de- 
partment, declined to make a state- 
ment tonight, saying that he intended 
to make a report direct to the navy 
department. 

Attorney Vandyke, associate coun- 
sel for Mrs. Sutton, said tonight that 
he was convinced that the shot had 
been. fired at least five feet from the 
officer's head, and that the wound 
showed conclusivély that it was a 
physical impossibility for Sutton to 
have fired the shot. 

While the Sutton attorneys are said 
to have made their plans for the next 
step in the case, they declined to dis- 
cuss them tonight, 

Two Cuts on Scalp. 

Dr. Vaughan wiil make a full writ- 
Ften report of the findings of the au- 
topsy to Mrs. Sutton tomorrow. He 
issued the following statement § to- 
night for the press; 

“I found the body in a fair state of 
preservation, except a softening of 
the chest, trunk and arms. 1 found 
no bones broken. There was a con- 
tusion, or bruise, over the right eye, 
about two and a half inches by one 
and a half inches. The bullet wound 
in the scalp was three inches above 
the right ear. There was no sign of 
burning of the hair. There were two 
or three cuts in connection with the 
bullet wound; one in the scalp near 
the bullet hole, and the other about 
the middle of the scalp. This last cut 
may have been made at the post- 
mortem, or by a blunt instrument be- 
fore death.” 

Mother at Grave. 

Present at the grave when the body 
was disinterred were Mrs. Sutton, 
several friends, her attorneys, several 
surgeons and a-number of newspaper 
men. Mrs. Sutton was the first per- 


son to look upon the face of her dead 
son when the casket Was opened. 
After leaving the storeroom, where 
the body lay, she said to the news-

BILLS OF LADING ‘: 
~ UP TO BANKERS 


'Chief Question at the 


Chicago Covention. 


Believed Question Will Be Set 
tled to Satisfaction of Bank- 
ers, Carriers and Shippers. 
Express Money Orders Will 
Be Criticised by the Bankers. 


Chicago, September 13.—Out of a 
multiplicity of conferences today, pre- 
liminary to the convening of the thirty- 
fifth annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Assooiaticn tomorrow, one 
fact stands out supreme in the opinion 
of the bankers, an@ this is ‘‘the bill of 
lading question, one of the greatest 
commercial problems of the day, will 
soon be settled to the satisfaction of 
bankers, carriers and shippers.” 

In that sentence, Lewis E. Pierson, 
vice president of the association, voiced 
the opinion of the hundred and more 
bankers, carriers and shippers’ repre- 
sentatives who held an all-day confer- 
ence on the solution of the vexed prob- 
lem of bills of lading as a basis of 
credit. 

Free Rein Given to All. 

The conference on this variety of 
commercial paper was one of the few 
meetings of the day in which free rein 
was given to all who desired to dis- 
cuss the subject, and was the only 
meeting in which interests other than 
banking institutions had a share. Mer- 
cantile associations and railroad lines 
were represented at the’conference and 
took part in determining the form of 
the resolutions seeking state and na- 
tional laws for uniform bills of lading. 

The cry of the bankers has long been 
for a bill of lading which would make 
the carrier issuing it responsible so 


that it would be a safe negotiable in- 
strument. 4 

The-shippers represented were equal- 
ly anxious‘for a solid foundation, and 
the importance of the question was em- 
phasized by Henry. Dunkak, president 
of the New York Mercantile Exchange, 
who declared that if the bill of lading 
were not used as a basis of credit, ‘‘the 
business of the country would come to 
a standstill, or else become concen- 
trated in tne hands of a few.” 

Closer Degree of Harmony. 

The railroad representatives did not 
oppose the resolutions, an@ this was 
taken by the- bankers to indicate a 
closer degreé of harmony than has pre- 
vailed heretofore, since the carriers’ 
liability has been the principal bone of 
contention.

three years. He confirms the charge 
made by Dr. Cook at Copenhagen that 
Peary’s people took Cook’s provisions, 
adding that not only did the crew of 
the ship take Cook’s stores that were 
at Etah, but that boats were sent to 
Annotook, 30 miles distant, to remote 
Cook’s provisions there. 

Whitten admitted, however, that he 
did not know if this removal was by 
arrangement between Rudolph 
Francke, who was left in charge of the 
provisions, and Peary, but he thought, 
nevertheless, that it was a strange 
thing to do, in view of the fact that 
Cook was then away on the ice floes 
and might return. 


Ivory and Skins Taken. 
The boatswain also made the state- 
ment that both Cook’s and Francke’s 
collections of ivory and skins, some 
of them very valuable, were taken as 
well. He said that the trouble with 
Peary’s previous expeditions had been 
the lack of supplies. Instead of re- 
maining away for three years, Com- 
mander Peary was compelled to return 
after about fifteen months, the real 
reason, Whitten declared, being that he 
did not have enough supplies to remain 
longer. 

Information received here tonight 
was to the effect that the Roosevelt 
would leave Battle Harbor for Sydney 
on Saturday. 

ONLY ONE ESKIMO SAW 

NORTH POLE WITH PEARY 
Battle Harbor, Labrador, September 
13.—The following details of Com- 
mander Peary’s journey to the North 
Pole have been gleaned from mem- 
bers of the expedition on board the 
steamer Roosevelt: 

The only men to reach the Pole were 
Commander Peary and _ one - Eskimo, 
Eging Wah by name. The other white 
members of the various parties that 
left Cape Columbia were sent back one 
by oné as Peary drew nearer daily to 
his goal. Mathew Henson and three 
Eskimos, the only other members of 
the reduced party that made the final 
dash, were left on the march south of 
the Pole. : 
Captain Robert A. Bartlett and 
George Borup started February 27 from 
Cape Columbia, with a number of Es- 
kimos and dogs, on the march across 
the Ice, heading north. On March ! 
Commander Peary left Cape Columbia 
with his party, consisting of seven 
white men. seventeen Eskimos and (36 
dogs. On March 4 Peary came up with 
Bartlett, who had pitched his camp 
at the side of a lead of water which 
it was impossible to cross. The com- 
bined parties had to wait until March 
il, seven days, before further progress 
Was possible. The sun was seen for 
the first time March 5, and an observa- 
tion showed that the explorers were a 
short way from the 84th parallel. 
Aleohol Ran Short. 
The supply of alcohol was running 
short, and Borup returned to Cape Co. 
lumbia for a fresh stock. March [4, 
Borup overtook Peary again, and 
brought a supply of oil and alcohol. 
The division under Professor Ross G. 
Marvin joined Peary the same day. At 
this peint Professor Ronald B. Mc- 
Millian was sent back, his feet having 
been badly frozen. Borup returned to 
land from 85.23 with two Eskimos. 
The party now consisted of twelve 
men, ten sledges and eighty-five dogs. 
Bartlett was still beating out the trail 
two days ahead of Peary. Marvin took 
observation at 85.48, then started on 
his return march. On the next march 
Bartlett made a record trip, covering 
20 miles. This brought him to 85.38. 
The party now consisted of Peary, 
Bartlett, Mathew Henson, the colored 
man who had been Peary’s personal 
assistant on so many of his expedi- 
tions; the Eskimos, seven sledges and 
sixty dogs, and the journey northward 
was resumed. The journey was per- 
fectly level, as far as the eye could 
see. 

Final Dash for Pole. 
Bartlett took the observation on the 
88th parallel on April |, and then re- 
luctantly returned. leaving Peary, Hen- 
son and four Eskimos, with provisions 
for forty days, to make the final dash 
to the Pole. 

This reduced party started the morn- 
ing of April 3. The men walked that 
day for ten hours, and made 20 miles. 
They slept near the 89th parallel. While 
crossing a stretch of young ice 300 
yards wide, the sledge broke through. 
It was saved, but two of the Eskimos 
had narrow escapes from drowning. 
The ice was still good, and the dogs 
were in great shape. They made as 
high as 25 miles a day. 
The next observation 
88.25. The next two marches were 
made in a dense fog. The sun was 
sighted on the third march, and an ob- 
servation showed 89.57.

90. Peary deposited his records and 
hoisted the American flag. The temper- 
ature was 32 degrees below  2zero 
(Fahrenheit). The Pole appeared as a 
frozen sea. Peary tried to take a 
sounding, but got no bottom at [f,500 
fathoms, 

Peary stayed at the Pole for thirty- 
four hours, and then started on his re- 
turn journey, the afternoon of April 7. 

On the return the marches were con- 
tinuous, and Peary and the Eskimos 
suffered greatly from fatigue. They 
had their first sleep at the end of the 
eighth march for the Pole, in the igloos 
left by Bartlett. Here was a violent 
snowstorm. 

On April 23 the party reached the 
vertical edge of the land ice, west of 
Cape Columbia. The Eskimos were de- 


slept for two days. They repaired tkeir 
sledges, rest their dogs, and, resum- 
ing their jouf~ney, reached the Roose- 
velt April 27. , 

How Marvin Perished. 

Marvin left Peary on the,way up on 
Friday, March 26, to return to the 
ship. He had with him two Eskimos 
and seventeen dogs. The story of the 
professor’s death was obtained from 
one oOf.the Eskimos. April 10, Marvin 
was 45 miles from Cape Columbia. He 
Started out that morning, walking 
ahead. The Eskimos were delayed in 
packing the sledges, the fact that per- 
mitted Marvin to get a good start on 
them. 

When the Eskimos arrived at an 
open lead, they noticed that the young 
ice was broken about 25 yards out, and 
they saw what. looked like a man's 
body floating in the center of the lead. 
Owing to the treacherous condition of 
the ice, the Eskimos could not venture 
out. They returned to the Roosevelt 
and reported. 

Captain Bartett then went back to 
the point they designated, and recover- 
ed Marvin’s spare boots, clothing and 
personal belongings, which were still 
on the ice where the Eskimos had left 
them. The superstitions of their race 
prevented the natives from bringing 
the dead man’s effects with them. 
Professor Marvin's records and obser- 
vations were saved. 


PEARY’S SHIP STILL STOPS 

IN THE LABADOR HARBOR 
Sydney, September 13.—A_ wireless 
message received from Battle Harbor 
at 1:30 p. m. today stated that the 
Roosevelt was still at that port. Heavy 
gales have caused Captain Bartlett, 
her sailing master, to defer the de- 
parture of the steamer, which is show- 
ing the effects of her contact with 
the Arctic ice. 
ADMIRAL SCHLEY LIKES 

ATTITUDE OF DR. COOK 

New York, September 13.—Previous 
assumption that Commander Peary 
would have the United States . navy 
solidly behind him in his controversy 
with Dr. Cook, was not borne out ina 
letter from Rear Admiral Schley, re- 
tired, made public today by Captain 
B. S. Osbon, secretary of the Arctic 
Club of America, of which Dr. Cook 
is a member. The letter under date of 
September 11, from Pocono Manor, Pa., 
runs in part as follows: 

‘T like Cook’s attitude immensely in 
this unforttnate, unnecessary and un- 
wise controversy. He certainly has 
been dignified and manly in the stand 
he has taken in this matter.” 

Captain Osbon followed up his let- 
ter from the admiral tonight with a 
lecture on “Who Discovered the North 
Pole?” “Dr. Frederick A. Cook,” he 
said, “for two years my wife’s physi- 
cian. I saw him two or three 
times a week and we chatted many 
hours. If I have ever known a man 
of integrity, probity, sincerity and 
modesty, it is Dr. Cook. 

“T have known also the other fellow 
—known him to depart from truth by 
large margins.” 

“Dr. Cook’s attitude in withholding 
details of his discovery was attributed 
to his desire not to anticipate the. pub- 
lication of his book. But as soon as 
the other claimant got within reach of 
the wireless said the captain, “he 
sent dispatches to everybody he could 
think of. but delayed in informimg the 
mother of the Marvin, who perished 
during the expedition.”

The chief of police is hot on the 
trail of the automobilists and motor- 
cyclists who have been exceeding the 
speed limit in the city. He has had 
spotted those who have been violating 
the law and he wiil make cases 
against them and arraign them in the 
police court just as fast as they can 
be served with copy of charges. 

In this work of stopping dangerous 
speeding within the city Hmits he is 
backed by the large body of auto peo- 
ple who are not violating the law and 
who are as anxious as are the police 
authorities to put a stop to fast driv- 
ing through the public streets. 

It seems that among those who 
have been exceeding the speed limit 
are some who are experts in handling 
automobiles. Such people thinking 
they can handle their cars without 
any trouble, seem to have taken up 
the idea that the speed law dbdes not 
apply to them. In this they are mis- 
taken and they will be punished just 
as quickly and as severely as will 
be those who are not experts. 

Law For Motorcycles. 

Then there are the motorcyclists. 
The law against the speeding of bi- 
cycles is just as rigid as that against 
the speeding of autos. Section 119 
of the City Code says that no bicycle 
shall be ridden at a speed greater than 
six miles an hour in the fire limits 
and greater than ten miles an hour 
outside the fire limits in Atlanta. 
There is another ordinance which re- 
quires that mufflers and brakes be 
placed on all motorcycles. 
nance was introduced in council 
its last session which requires that 
license numbers be placed on both 
the front ‘and the rear of motorcycles. 
This ordinance is now in the hands 
of the committee on ordinances. 

* There is an ordinance regulating the 


speed of automobiles which states that! 


autos must not run over any portion 
of the Whitehall street viaduct faster 
than a walk. 

Chief Jennings says the speed limits 
in the fire district and outside that 
district are well known to every per- 
son owning or running an automobile 
and even if such is not the case it is 
their businéss to post themselves, as 
ignorance of the law is no excuse. 
The chief has recently issued orders 
to all his men to keep a close watch 
on autos and motorcycles, and, as 
stated, he has had all those who have 
been speeding noted and their names 
placed in a book. 

What Police Chief Says. 

“We now know every autoist,” 
thé’ chief, “who has been careless as 
to speed. I am determined to stop 
fast and reckless running of autos in 
the city. It just has to stop and that 
is all there is about it. I am glad to 
State that many automobile 
have said to me that they “vill help 
the police carry out the speed law, as 
a few reckless drivers cause every- 
body to be under suspicion.”’, 

The policemen who are watching the 
autos are in citizens’ clothes and sta- 
tioned all over the city. They will 
make a note of a speeding auto when 
least expected and cases will be made 
thereafter as s800n as possible. 

Recorder Broyles promises to make 
it interesting for auto speeders. He 
returned to the city yesterday and will 
fine those who violate the auto speed 
law in a way that will put a 
such lawlessness.

THE ESSENTIAL LESSON UF ACCIDENT. 


Crowded as are the streets and roads in and around Atlanta, with high- 
speed vehjcles of varied and, often, widely differing types, with street cars, 
carriages and wagons, the necessity for strict establishment and rigid ob- 
servance of ‘‘rules of the road’’ becomes more forcible and impelling with 
each day’s experiences, 

This is the essential lesson of accident, to the list of which another 
has just been . addgd in the collision of an on-the-wrong-side-of-the-road 
motoreycle with an automobile, with its resultant disaster. 

And as long as this lesson goes unheeded, there is going to be accident, , 
injury and death. 

With present traffic conditions in and around Atlanta, strict require- 
ment of observance of the rules of the road upon the part of drivers of 
vehicles of all classes is absolutely essential to the protection of life and 
limb. : ae 
It is gratifying that the police department has~now taken this matter 


in hand with more vigorous determination to enforce the road !aws than has 


heretofore been apparent. 
But in bringing about safer and more satisfactory conditions the police 


must look to the enforcement not alone of the speed laws; they must re- 
quire specific conformance to all of the laws and ordinances provided for 


the regulation of traffic upon the streets. 
Suppression of careless as well as of reckless driving has come to be a 


matter of life and death. 

Many cases have been made recently against reckless drivers of high- 
speed machines; many might also have been made against others, drivers 
of animals, who have been frequently careless in their observance of the 
traffic laws. ' 

While commending the diligence of the police department in its efforts 
to put an end to automobile scorching and the too rapid riding of motor- 
cycles—a diligence which should be maintained in all reasonable severity— 
it will not come amiss to suggest that other violations of the rules of the 
road by slow-moving vehicles should likewise be given attention. 

The driver of a dray, occupying the middle of the street or the wrong 
side of it, may become the indirect cause of accident, should there occur 
any congestion of traffic. : 

These roles of traffic are well-defined, simple and within easy feach 
of all: there is no excuse for lack of knowledge of them. 

A few salutary examples made by the police of those who violate them 
will go further than anything else toward inculcating this important knowl- 
edge. 

General observance both of the speed laws and the rules of the road will 
do more than anything else toward the suppression. of accident, and—

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A LESSON OF LAUDABLE AMBITION. 


There is a lesson in the life of the late Colonel M. J. O’Brien, president 
lof the Southern Express Company, who died in New York Saturday, which 
should lend- encouragement to every boy who has opportunity to acquaint 
himself with the details of his career. 

; He began his business career as a boy at the bottom of the ladder, first 
as a clerk and then as driver of an express wagon, but with a determination, 
if energy, application and honesty would accomplish it, to reach the top— 
to become president of the company. 

His. pursuit of this ambition was his life work, arid,his capabilities early 
attracted the attention of the late H. B. Plant, who promoted him in various 
capacities in the Southern Express Company, because of demonstr<.ted 
worth. 

High in the conftdence of Mr. Plant at the time of the latter's aeath, 
Colonel O’Brien succeeded him in the presidency of the company, a position 
to which he carried the same characteristics which earlier in life determined 


his success. 
But the pursuit of business ambition did not shut out from his life con- 


sideration of other duties—duties to hig state, to his employees and to hi3 
friends. He was always true, and that must Be held a prime factor in the 


achievement of his success. 
In the civil war he enlisted tn the confederate army and performed im- 


portant service. 

While he required devotion to duty, he looked upon the employees under 
him very much as a large family, and was ever ready with a word of en- 
couragement and cheer. He had been in the position of each and every 
one of them, and he knew how to look at the’ situation fram their standpoint. 
Consequently, few corporation presidents have been more loved or admired 
by those under them than was Colonel O’Brien. , 

Among his friends he was genial, whole-souled and courteous in the last 
degree. 

Few men can claim more friends than admired M. J. O’Brien, and the 
announcement-of his death will spread sincere sorrow’in many states and 
cities where he was well known.

Another thing the people all over the country have the right to ex- 
pect: That is, when the information called for in the census bill is finally 
collected, that it will be collated and published without unnecessary delay. 
The country is growing fast. Much of the statistical data which ‘t 
will cost millions to secure will seriously depreciate in value unless it. is 
speedily made available for public use. . : 
Upon the character ef men who collect the information desired will 
largely depend its accuracy.. Once collected, every month’s unnecessary de- 
lay in furnishing the consolidated and coordinated figures to the public 
will mean a decrease in value. 
The census bureau ‘is wonderfully well organized, but the demand for 
speed as well.as accuracy in this work will test its facilities to the utmost.

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_MORE THOROUGH INSPECTION NEEDED. — 


Fwice. within ten days have live and highly charged trolley wires fallen 
to the Streets in the business section of the city, spreading consternation and 
imminent danger among persons in the vicinity of the accident, 

Some months ago similar’ breaks © occurred on Whitehall and Broad 
streets, the city’s most crowded thoroughfares, and in each instance tt ap- 
pears to have been almost miraculous that some one or more persons did not 
receive the full charge from the falling, sputtering wire, with disastrous 
results. 

The reason they did not seems to be the .wire just happened to hit the 
ground first, and those nearby naturally scattered out of the way of the 
electrical display caused by the process of burning out the grounded wires. 

There ought to be little difficulty in preventing accidents of this kind: 
at least, the possibility of them should be made more remote by a system 
of ingpection so thorough as to leave no question as to the ‘ability of trolley 
wires to stand the strain put upon them. 

In the business center of the city trolley wires are subjected to many 
times the strain put upon those outside the fire limits, which are used by 
a@ much smaller number of cars. 

It is to be noted that practically every accident of this kind has occurred 
in the business section and on the most used lines. 

Whatever the extent of the present system of inspection and test of 
trolley wires in this area, it should be, increased to sufficient extent to 
remove any probability or likelihood of recurrence of this sort of accident. 

And it should be done before one or more lives of citizens is sacrificed by 
falling trolley wires. 

The people of Atlanta have every right to demand the utmost protec: 
tion in this respect, but demand for it should not be made necessary.

SUTERS 


ARGENTINE WHEAT 
DAMAGED BY LOCUSTS 


This Report Caused a Bulge in 
Prices of Wheat at Chi- 
cago---Corn Steady. 


Chicago, September 13.—Reports 
claiming serious damage to the wheat 
crop of Argentina by locusts caused a 
sharp bulge in wheat prices on the 
board of trade here today. Final quo- 
tations showed gains of 1 3-8@1 1-2c 
to 1 3-4c, compared with Saturday's 
close. Corn and oats closed steady 
and provisions irregular. 

Attention of traders in the wheat 
pit was diverted temporarily from do- 
mestic conditions which have been 
growing more bearish daily, to the 
situation in Argentina, where the 
growing crop of wheat is now said to 
be threatened by locusts. Reports to 
this effect have been confirmed par- 
tially by dispatches from _ private 
sources. These reports inspired active 
buying toward midday and throughout 
the remainder of the day the demand 
continued brisk. Early fn the session 
the market was depressed by the enor- 
mous receipts in the northwest, which 
were the largest on record. Arrivals 
at Minneapolis and Duluth aggregated 
20.025 cars, while those at Winnipeg 
totaled 1,219 cars. The previous record 
for the two former centers was 1,986 
cars. Firmness of cash wheat here 
and in the southwest, however, tended 
to offset this liberal movement. The 
September delivery was again ex- 
tremely erratic and during the day 
sold between $1.03 1-4 and $1.03 7-8. 
December ranged between 6 1-2c and 
98 3-8c. The market closed strong at 
almost the top, September being at 
$1,03 7-8 and December 98 1-4@98 3-8c. 

Increased receipts and a falling off 
of eastern demand for the cash grain 
created considerable weakness in the 
corn market, but the late strength of 
wheat caused a firmer feeling in the 
final hour. As a result of increased 
offerings from the country, the price 
of the cash grain declined from 1 to 
1 1-4c. Cash interests were leading 
sellers of the options throughout the 
day. The market closed about steady, 
with prices a shade higher to 3-8c 
lower, compared with the previous 
closing. 

Weakness of corn prompted moder- 
ate profit-taking in oats, which result- 
ed in a heavy tone the greater part of 
the day. The market, however, fral- 
lied late in the session in sympathy 
with wheat and corn. Fnal quotations 
showed gains of a shade to 1-8c. 

Provisions were weak with the ex- 
ception of September —" which made 
slight gains ,owing covering by 
shorts. The feature of trading was 
the unloading of a large line of Janu- 
ary pork by a local packer. At the 
close September pork was up 12 1-2c, 
while the remainder of the list was 
7 1-2 to 30@32 1-2c lower.
